Premier Believes K.C. 
R.Witt Soon be Built 


McBride Refuses Railway Aid--Says 
_ This is a Good Agricultural and 
Mining Section 


Last week the question of the Provincial Legislature 
aiding the Kootenay Central Railway was definitely settled 
by Premier McBride stating that it was not the intention 
to bonus the K.C. R. He said he had every reason to be- 
lieve the railway would soon be built without aid, and he 
also took occasion to boost the resources of this valley a 
little. The statement was brought out by a motion of Dr. 
King of Cranbrook, seconded by vur member, .Mr. Wells, 
“That an order of the House be granted for a return of all 
petitions from residents of Fernie, Cranbrook and Colum- 
bia districts regarding aid to the Kootenay Central Railway.” 

Here is how the Victoria Colonist reports the Prmier’s 
speech on the subject: 

“Hon R. McBride said he had no objection to produce 
the petitions referred to. He believed they were signed by 
bona fide residents of the district in question. It was a 
good agricultural and mining e¢ction and many of the 
lands had already been granted to the Kootenay Valley 
Company and the Government had bonused a good steam- 
boat service on the Culumbia riverand there were excellent 
roads in the district. It was not the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to bonus the K. C. R., it already had a Dominion 
bonus and he had every reason to believe that the railway 
would very soon be built without Provincial aid.”

This would evem a very limited time 
within which the company was to put 
itself into a position to assume actual 
construction, as it is well known what 
serious difficulties often have to be con- 
tended with, and in eurmounting these a 
few months or a year will pase by, leav 
ing the company unable to assert ite 
claim to any subsidy which may be so 
provided, Thie ie evident by the fact 
that in 1903 the government brought 
down epecial legislation for the Midway 
& Vernon railway, and for the Pacific 
Northern and Omineca railway, not only 
extending the time for construction, but 
granting additional subsidies as well. [

Itiea 
mistake indulged in by many, and I may 
say by the Government, that this ex- 
penditure is being incurred by the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway Company,whereas 
the very opposite ie the case. In fact, 
there isa grave misapprehension oxiet- 
ing, not only in the minde of the people, 
but evidently with the Government that 
the Canadian Pacific have practically 
taken over the charter of this company, 
with all ite righte and privileges. Thie ie 
what may be understood from some of 
the romarke made by the Premier yes- 
terday when he assured the house that 
the early conetruction of this road might 
be looked forward to. The fact of the 
matter ie that he presumed to have 
knowledge of certain facta which no one 
else had any knowledge of, not even the 
Cenadian Pacific or the Kootenay Cen- 
tral people, and upon that the Premier 
took the extraordinary position that 
inasmuch ae the road was to be built by 
a subsidiary company of the Canadian 
Pacific, that it would not be entitled to 
anyaid. Ifthe Premier bas any know- 
ledge of such facta as would warrant him 
making such a statement to this house 
he should take the house at onve into bis 
confidence an@ estate what they are. But 
the real fact of the matter is, it is only a 
presumption on his part, apparently for 
the purpose of letting the Government 
out of what should be considered a very 
solemn obligation on their part. 


Mr. Wells said with utmost confidence 
knowing what he was talking about, that 
no euch contract existed between these 
two corporations, which guaranteed the 
construction of the Kootenay Centra’. 
There unmistakably was an understand. 
ing that the C.P. R. would aid the 
Kootenay Central in ite financial mat- 
teré, either by guaranteeing their bonde 
or otherwise, but thie wae based posi- 
tively upon the condition that the K. C. 
R. should receive aid from both the 
Dominion and Prvincial Governments, 
without which it would be impossible for 
them to render any assistance no watter 
how much dispoeed they might be to do 
so. So that the position of the Kootenay 
Central today is that unless there is 
some further assurance that uid will be 
uranted this whule scheme will fall to 
the ground, 

Mr, Wellsetated that the fixed charges 
upon the government fur a subsidy 
would probably mean $930,000 including 
a einking fund, a rather insignificent 
aum which would in a short time be 
fully compensated for by additional 
revenue, to say nothing of the immense 
advantages accruing from the develop- 
ment of the country. Mr. Welle further 
stated that he could not understand the 
attitude taken by the Premier in the face 
of his remarke at 1 meeting in Fernie in 
the eummer of 1904 when a railway policy 
was promised at s summer seseion, which 
it wae intended should be held, and 
when the position and the claims of the 
Kootenay Central would receive due con- 
sideration. The Premier had really no 
more knowledge of the facte surrounding 
thie whole question teday than he had at 


thall be given, and whenever a railway 
policy is brought down involving aesist- 
ance to railway construction in this 
province, the Kootenay Central will be 
entitled to the consideration of the Gov- 
ernment. This ie really the position 
which the Premier should take instead 
of the one which he advanced to thie 
house when epeaking to the motion. 

Mr. Welle etated that it wae of the 
utmost importance that all the petitions 
which have been pouring ia upon the 
Government should be brought down, 
showing as they would, not only the 
interest which the people of the Culum- 
bia Valley are taking, but the agitation 
which has been going on there for eome 
years. Following this it wae the duty 
incumbent upon the Government or any 
other government, todeal fairly with the 
Kootenay Central.
